Wasnieron, Jan. 27.—Tte Repnb- 
lican caucus was called to order this 
evening by Henderson of Illinois. 

Speaker Reed entered into a detailed 
explanation of the changes proposed 
to be male in the old rules. 

The greatest harmony characterized 
the proceedings. It is evident, how- 
ever, according to Reed’s statement, 
that the new code could not be made 
ready for action in the House for sev- 
eral days to come, even should it be 
desirable to report earlier. Moreover, 
there was an opinion entertained by 
inany members to*the effect that more 
positive progress could be achieved in 
the disposition of contested election 
cases without the rulesthanusnal. It 
is felt by some members that after a 
safe working majority has been secured 
under the operations of the general 
parliamentary law, the rigidity of the 
new code might be relapsed with hen- 
efit, and the Republicans might thus 
be relieved from the necessity of 
enacting a code which in time might 
perbaps be felt by themselves in full 
force. 

Having thus practically reached a 
decision that election cases shall be 
considered before the code is adopted 
the question of ways and means arose, 
and there was a long discussion, which 
was simplv a reflex of individual views, 
as to a possibility of securing and 
maintaining a quorum of Republicans 
to meet the Democratic opposition, 
which it was fully expected would take 
the shape of a refusal to vote. 

It was finally determined that at 
least four Republican members could 
not be relied upon to answer to their 
names if the Democrats came to the 
conclusion to fillibuster. Two of these 
are absent on account of sickness, one 
on account of sickness in his family 
and ofe absent without making his 
whereabouts known. According to 
this count, if everything favors the 
majority, and if no members fall ill or 
are called away, they will have a bare 
quorum.

At this writing there is no possi- 
ble means of estimating au appoxi- 
mate depletion of the stock in the 
State. Heroic efforts have been 
made to relieve the starving ani- 
mals, yet their bones will be all 
that will be left of thousands and 
thousands of them. Seme of our 
wealthiest and best citizens may 
be financially crippled by the visi- 
tation of the long lingering storm, 
which has been accompanied by 
the most intense cold weather, and 
to a certain, extent caused a gen- 
eral stagnation in business, Were 
there not two sides to be consid- 
ered, the outlook for Nevada 
might be deemed doleful. We 
have a class of citizens who know 
from practical experience bow to 
meet and battle with reverses. Let 
the worst that may come, tha: 
worst will be only temporary. 

With the great snowfall we ar: 
assured that the mountain and 
desert will abound in natural 
grasses the coming season; that 
the supply of water will meet any 
local demand for agricultural, mill- 
ing und other purposes; that the 
grazing interest, while it may have 
a temporary backset, will soon re- 
gain its prosperity. With the 
gradual increase in the value of 
silver we may look for anew vigor 
in mining. Many of the almost 
abandoned camps have had new 
life infused in them. We should 
not nurse what appears to be our 
present misfortune. No amount 
of wailing will betterthem. The 
thing to do is to accept the situa- 
tion philosophically, and if we lose 
iu one direction and cannot regain 
our losses there, tu turn our ener- 
gies in another. By clinging to 
such @ policy we can convert our 
misfortunes into fortunes, and will 
soon forget any blight that has 
been occasioned by the ordeal we 
are passing through. |

south Dakota People ina Starvire 

| Condition. 

A Chicago dispatch of the 22d inst. 
reads as follows: An Associated Press 
reporter just returned from the North- 
west brings with him a tale of terrible 
suffering and destitution in nineteen 
counties of South Dakota, gathered 
fram persons who have but recently 
been eye-witnesses of what they so 
graphically deecribe. T. E. Paxter, a 
well-to-do business man of Shabbona, 
De Kalb county, this State, who spent 
some days in the afflicted districts, 
says: ‘*‘ However hard landsharks 
and oiher interested: parties may try 
to keep the true state of things from 
the people of this country, they cannot 
long be successful.” The suiccessive 
failure of three years’ crops has re- 
du¢ed those even.formerly well-to-do 
toa condition of the surest distress. 
Many thousands of families are en- 
tirely without means of any kind.: 
They lack the wherewithal to purchase 
the necessaries of life. 

‘tIn Miner connty,’’ Paxter said, 
‘they have no flour, the staple of life 
being badly-ground carn meal, and 
there is a notable instfliciency of that. 
Every farm is mortgaged, in many 
cases for more than its sale under 


present prices would realize. Most of 
the stock has been levied on and. sold 
by the Sheriff at public auctien, the 
ridiculouslylow prices obtained being 
eloquent, not only of the starving con- 
dition of the cattle, but the-scareity of 
means in the community. Cows are 
fetching as low as $5 apiece, horses $8 
and $10, while sheep and pigs are 
simply unsalable, there being nothing 
to feed them with. Women and chil- 
dren bear evidences of the hardships 
they have undergone in their pinched 
and ineagre faces. In many instances 
they are quite unprovided with cloth- 
ing with which to withséand the-.rigors 
of winter, what they now have being 
in a ragged and wornout condition. 

‘Flour is most needed,’ said Pax- 
tov, ‘especially in Kingsbury , and 
Miner counties. Clothing for the wo- 
men and children and provisions of 
any kind just now would be a Goi 
send to thousands who are in a semi- 
starving condition. Unless relief is 
given with a liberal hand thia winter

WHITE METAL CHAMPION. 


Senator Teller, Talks for Silver 
Coinage. 
A Washington dispatch of the 27tb 
inst. reads as follows: Senator Teller 
of Colorado to-day made an argument 
before the House Committee on Coin- 
age on the sabject of silver coinage. 
He expressed his disapprobation of the 
Windom bill, regarding it as hostile 
to the silver-producing interests of the 
country. He looked upon the silver 
question as one of the most important 
before Congress. It was not a local 
question, but was general in its nature, 
and the depression in business circles 
all ever the world was largely due to 
the treatment of silver by the United 
States Government. The Windom 
bill, he declared, was illogical, and 
was a Wall street nobelier. It bad 


been prepared by men who had not 
studied the silver question, by bankers 
of New York, and bankers were not 
thorough students of financial questions 
from a broad standpoint. It was very 
likely, he said, that the price of silver 
would be increased if the bill should 
be enacted into law, but he would not 
support iton that account. He said 
the proposition to issue Treasury notes 
in return for the deposit of silver bull- 
jon made it appear as though silver 
was merely a commodity, which 
would go into various sub-treasuries 
and other places that were to” receive 
it, as a warehouse commodity. If the 
Government recognized this principle 
concerning silver, there Was no reason 
why it should not be applied to pig 
iron and corn. It thus took away from 
silver its money use, which, after all, 
was its chief function. The feature of 
‘the bill authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to suspend the receipt: of, 
silver bullion was also objectionable 
in his opinion and might lead to sus- 
picion and to imputation to the Secre- 
tary being dishonest, which, though 
they might not be true, would make 
an unfortunate condition of affairs, 
Public officers might be always honest 
men, in using this opinion, he said, 
but not discreet, which would be just 
as bad.

A CHAPTER ON HAZE. 


flow it Differs From an Ordinary 
Fog. 

Professor F. A. RK. Russell, in Na- 
ture, says: Unlike fog, haze com- 
monly occurs in this country when the 
lower air is in a state of unusual dry- 
ness. It is not only a frequent aceom- 
paniment of a spell of fine dry weather, 
but may be, when in combination with 
certain other conditions, a sign of its 
approach. Night or morning fogs, and

Heavy dews, especially in the autumn, 
likewise portend fine weather, but 
usually of shorter duration. Fogs ap- 
pear in usually one of two conditions— 
either the air is nearly saturated up to 
a considerable hight, or else is unusu- 
ally dry, except in a stratum immedi- 
ately above the ground. In the first 
case, radiation or condensation from 
some cause produces, by a slight low- 
ering of temperature, a large :previpita~- 
tion ot vapor; and in the second case, 
radiation from the earth’s surface 
being excessive, owing to the diather- 
mancy of the dry atmosphere, the 
stratum next the ground rapidly 
reaches its dew point, fog is formed, 
and this fog continues to radiate to the 
clear sky and further to reduce tem- 
perature. 

Haze, on the other hand, appears 
often in weather distinguished by un- 
usual dryness, on the surface as well 
as at a considerable altitude above the 
ground. The air remains for many 
days uniformly dry, the nights being 
nearly dewless, and the sky often free 
from clouds. The chief difference to 
be observed, then, is this, that fog re- 
qnires saturation where it occurs, while 
haze seems to be favored rather by a 
dry atmosphere. 

Two principal factors go to the.pro- 
duction of ordinary haze: the first a 
rather large amount of vapor between 
the earth and a great altitude, say 60,- 
000 feet; and the second, a mixture of 
two heterogeneous masses of air. 

It would bardly be reasonable to ex- 
clude electricity as a posstble-agent in 
the otherwise not wholly aceountable 
phenomena of the mist and cloud. It 
mav be that the dust particles of two 
currents of air differing im electric 
quality or quantity may be attracted 
to each other, or that the mixtgre of 
currants of different (emperature may

COTTON MILL SCENES. 


- Processes Employed to Convert Raw Cot- 


ton Into Prime Sheeting. 

The cotton used is bought at various 
Southern points. It arrives here in cars. 
On its arrival the bales, which contain 
about 500 pounds each of cotton, are put 
in a building adjoining the picker room; 


cotton is first run through the willow, 
where a number of toothed cylinders, 
revolving 2,500 revolutions a minute, re- 
move most of the dust. It next goes 
through a fine picker where still more 
dust is removed, then it goes through 
the finishing picker where it is rolled up 
into laps. This machine is regulated by 
an ingenious governor so that the laps 
are of uniform size. The laps of cotton 
pass on to the card room where the fiber 
is disentangled, brushed and combed, 
then it is deposited in beautiful fleeces 
on an endless belt, which conducts it 
to the railway head, where the straight- 
ened fiber is contracted into a 
narrow | ribbon and is deposited 
in a revolving can ready for the next 
process. The cards which straighten 
the fibre of the cotton are clothed with 
a needle-pointed wire which are kept 
sharp, being ground by an automatic 
grinder, a machine which has yielded 
its inventor a good many dollars. The 
grinder is attached to a card in the 
morning and by night has it ground 
sharp. From the railway head the cot- 
ton goes to the drawing frames, and 
when it has passed through two of them 
the twelve strands have been merged 
into one, Automatic fingers stop these 
-machines on the breakage of any one of 
the strands. It next visits the coarse 
speeder which very swiftly winds in on 
bcbbins, and then the fine speeder which 
twists together two strands from the 
coarse speeder. One half of the cotton 
from the'speeders goes to the spinning 
mules, .where rapid revolving spindles 
twists it into thread, winds it into a cop 
ready for the weaver. The other half goes 
tothe eighteen spinning frames where it 
is spun on bobbins ready for the spoolers, 
the girls working at the spoolers run 
the thread off of the bobbins on to-large 
spools. Three hundred and sixty of 
these spools are placed in a warper and 
with a whirl are made to take their 
place on a large beam,/six of these 
beams are next taken to the slasher, a 
machine that was built in England and 
imported to this country. When the 
thread is passing through the slasher it 
is treated to boiling starch, which is 
called sizing. After passing through 
the sizing it emerges from the slasher 
onto a beam one yard wide, which, when 
filled, holds 2,160 threads, each 640 yards 
long. These are then harnessed by hand, 
making a complete warp ready for the 
loom. These beams are then taken to 
the weave room, where there are 132 
looms making a deafening noise weav- 
ing intothe warp the cop thread from 
the spinning mules. From the loom the 
cloth goes to the finishing-room—from 
there to the folder, and after being 
stamped, weighed and bailed we now 
_ have the finished sheeting.—Des Moines
